Voted Down By Juriior Colleges

Perhaps the most controversial subject in the circle 
of junior college athletics was brought into discussion when 
Santa Ana College administrators met early this month 
with delegates from junior colleges throughout the state at 


the California Junior College 
ference at Yosemite Valley. 

This problem is the introduction 
of football playoffs between top 
teams from the north and south 
sections of the state. 

Although some Eastern Confer- 
ence representatives have pushed 
for these play-off games and the 
State Athletic Committee recom- 
mended that a playoff be set up 
between a representative of the 
southern part of the state, with 
four conferences, and a team cho- 
sen from the four conferences 
combined in the central and north- 
ern regions, administrators voted 
down the measure, stressing a 
weakness in the method of selec- 
tion of the competitors. 


Committee Would Choose 
Under the Committee’s recom- 
mendation, the Committee itself 
would choose the competing 


Association Annual Fall Con- 


teams, without inter-conference 
playoffs first. In .the eyes of the 
state’s junior college representa- 
tives, this is a poor way of select- 
ing the team, and it was better 
that, according to.one representa- 
tive, ‘“‘Bowl games as they’ exist 
continue,” rather than be con- 
frontéd with the proposed method 
of selection. 


A measure providing that every 
junior college in the state be sub- 
ject to residence laws pertaining 
to athletic competition was also 
defeatéd at the conference.

FIRST NEGRO MARINE PILOT 
CONTINUES STUDIES AT SAC

It was June of 1951 when 
a young negro college stu- 
dent left his freshman stud- 
ies to enter the United States 
Navy. Little did Frank 
Peterson know then that he 
was to become the first 
negro commissioned pilot the 
Marine Corps had ever known. 
Now after receiving the Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross, six air 
medals and various other ribbons, 
Captain Frank Peterson has re- 
sumed his studies here at Santa 
Ana College. 
Pete, as he is called by most of 
is friends, is a math major at-

tending SAC three days a week 
and still an active pilot at E] Toro 
Marine Corps Air Station. 

He entered the Naval Cadet 
Program a few months after en- 
listing and passed their tests splen- 
didly. From there Pete went to 
receive his pilot’s training at 
Pensacola Naval Air Base in Flor- 


Three Negroes preceded Cap- 


tain Peterson in the cadet pro- 
gram, but selected the Navy as 
their careers when the training 
was complete. The most famous 
of these was Jesse Brown. 

“Jesse and the boys opened the 
way for me,” stated Pete as he 
reminisced. “I was commissioned 
in October of 1952 without having 
any trouble relating to race.” 

Pete spent seven ‘months here 
at El Toro pfior to his time in 
Korea, leaving the U.S. in April 


of 1953. He flew 64 combat mis- ‘ 


sions in the last days of the action. 

In talking about the other pilots 
feelings toward him when he was 
first commissioned, Pete referred 
to them as “ninety per cent human 
and ten per cent the rough boy 
type.” ? 

“It isn’t really 


thefr fault,” 


” Pete went on, “It’s just that they 


were brought up in certain parts 
of the country where the Negro 
was referred to as ‘boy’ to them. 
But when you consider the major- 
ity ‘of the guys that thought of 
you as one of them, it was wonder- 
ul?’ 

Pete went through many humor- 
ous experiences during his first 
days as a pilot, but the two relat- 
ed here are the ones that stick 
most in his mind. 

“The one that struck me the 
funniest was during the Mont- 
bomery Bus Boycott. Right in the 
midst of everything when the 
controversy was coming to a cli- 
max, the weather set in around 
me forcing me to land somewhere. 
I noticed also that the fuel tank 
was low and the closest place to 
put the plane down was Montgom- 
ery Municipal Airport. So there 
I was coming out of the wild blue 
yonder and landing on the strip. 
The looks o nthe faces of the 
National Guardsmen is undescrib- 
able.” » 

“The other tickler,’’ Pete laugh- 
ed jovially,” was right here at El 
Toro when I first arrived. What a 
reception, the minute I got to the 
gate they were ready to arrest me 
for impersonating an officer and 
a pilot. When the apologies were 
coming around, that same look 
appeared on their faces as those

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Murdy Seeks Orange County 


\College Site By End Of Year 


By Maxine Harris 
State Senator John Murdy Jr., of Orange County, said 
that he is “extremely hopeful” of getting a definite selec- 
tion of the Orange County State College site this year so 
that the legislature can consider getting construction fufids 


at the next session, which begins 
in January. 

“It is virtually impossible to get 
the appropriation without a defi- 
nite commitment on the site,” he 
stated. 

Fourteen sites have been offer- 
ed for considération to the Board 
of Public Works that is to make 
the final selection. Members of 
the board are planning to. view 
each of the sites before making 
the final decision. 

Of the fourteen cities in the 
proposed service area, all have in- 
creased substantially in popula- 
tion since 1950. Garden Grove has 
a population 15 times that of the 
1950 census. Anaheim increased 
itself four times. Fullerton’s pop- 
ulation was upped well over three 
times, and Santa Ana’s total 
jumped from approximately 45,- 
000 to 70,000. 

Population Hike 


Graduates from high school, po- 
tential candidates for college en- 
rollment, have increased accord- 
ingly between 1950 and 1957. In 
Orange County, the percentage of 
increase was 165.4 per cent, while 
Los Angeles increased 126.8 per 
cent. The state as a whole in- 
creased 131.0 per cent, indicating 
that Orange County’s population 
imcrease was well over the state 
average. 

Specifications for the site that 
have been set up. in a booklet pre- 
pared by the State Department 
of Education include seven deter- 
mining factors: size, shape, soil, 
environment, acquisition, develop- 
ment, and utilities. 


SENATOR MURDY 


Location specifications are to 
the effect that the land should be 
within or very near a right tri- 
angle set up to be the most suit- 
able for location. Roughly, the 
triangle is hounded by Orange- 
thorpe Avenue on the north, Tus- 
tin Avenue on the east and the 
Santa Ana Freeway on the third 
side. It includes the cities of 
Orange and Olive in their entir- 
ity, most of Anaheim, and parts 
of Fullerton, Garden Grove, 
Santa Ana, and Tustin. Boundary 
lines are only approximate. 


The triangle has been set up 
for a minimum in expense, com- 
muting time, and distance for 
travel. As stated in the specifica- 
tions compiled by the state, “Stu- 
dent transfers from junior col- 
leges in Orange County located 
at Fullerton, Santa Ana, and 
Costa Mesa, should be served by a 
eentrally located state college.”

(Continted froti page 1) 
done in some areas,’’ says head 
SAC delegate Dr. John E. John- 
son. 

Both the Eastern Conference 
and the South Central Conference 
have passed laws providing that 
athletes must live in California 
one year in order to be eligible for 
competition, unless their parents 


.make a bona fide move into the 


state. 

Most of California’s remaining 
conferences are not governed by 
these laws, giving them advan- 
tages in both practice and post 
season contests. woo 

A recommendation _from_ the 
State Athletic Committee, dealing 
with the controversial “zoning 
laws” was vetoed by the delegates. 

Residents, according to present 
regulations, of a “free area” are 
not limited to a particular junior 
college, but are allowed to attend 
any J.C. in the state. 

Measure Defeated 


The defeated measure would 
have provided that residents of a 
free area would be allowed only to 
compete at a junior college in the 
county of residence or in adja- 
cent counties. 

A measure not brought before 
the conference was the talked 
about nine game limit for junior 
college football squads. Under ex- 
isting regulations, no team may 
play more than nine games, in- 
cluding practice games, with spon- 
sored bowl games approved by the 
Committee as the only exception. 


Some athletic departments in 
Southern California have long felt 
that the nine game rule should be 
abolished, and are hoping for ac- 
tion at the spring conference.

According to the probaiiaty 
plans the new pool will meet both 
state and Olympic qualifications 
for competition. The pool facilities 
add to the physical education pro- 
gram at SAC giving an additional 
field of competitive sports.. 

With completion expected in 
early spring, the pool, besides pro- 
viding facilities for college com- 
petition and physical education, 
will be used for Santa Ania resi- 
dents in the summer for city rec- 
reation.

RATE $30,000.. 
EACH MONTH 


Thirty thousand dollars in gov- 
ernment checks is distributed each 
month to SAC students attending 
college under provisions of the 
.Korean Veteran’s Bill. 

According to Ernest Crain, SAC 
veteran counsélor, this money is 
apportioned to the campus vete- 
Trans according to the number o 
dependents in their families. Fo: 
each month in school, said Crain| 
a single vet draws $110; a vet 
with one dependent draws $135: 
and a vet that is married and has 
one child, or more, draws $160. 

SAC has 275 veterans on the 
campus that are here on the GIF 
Bill. Of these, about 170 are mar 
ried. Half of those married haved 
families. 

About 75 of these vetérans are’ 
going to school on a part time 
basis. They receive an appropriatd 
share of the benefits, correspond 
ing to the number of units they# 
carry. 

For each month in the service 
a serviceman accumulates one and 
one-half months of credit toward 
schooling. Service of 24 month 
would enable the vet to get 36 
months of paid schooling. 

To make full use of his bill, 
veteran must start school withiniirs 
three years of his discharge andi 
finish within seven years. 

The Korean Veteran’s Bil! 
rights ended as of January 3], 
1955. Those who entered the serv 
ice after that date will receive na 
school benefits.
